Parking charges 
are a step closer 


CAR parking charges are one 
step closer to being rolled out 
across Ely. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
and the City of Ely Council are pressing 
ahead with the plans - despite 
campaigners warning last week that 
forcing people to pay to park would kill 
the city centre. 

Members of the district council’s 
development and transport committee 
approved the controversial proposals 
on Monday afternoon and a public 
consultation will now be launched. 

District council leader and 
committee chairman, Peter Moakes, 
insisted the proposed new scheme was 
fair. 

He said: “We have spoken to a lot of 
people about the car parking proposals 
from businesses to the traders’ 
association to members of the public to 
the local chambers of commerce. 

“All have agreed the joint proposals 
we have put forward are a significant 
step forward and address many of the 
concerns which had been previously 
raised. 

“Our aim has been to create a simple 
to use and fair system which, as one 
councillor remarked at the meeting, is 
cheaper than many bus tickets.” 

The plan is to now allow people to 
park in Ely’s short-stay car parks free for 
the first hour. 

For two hours, the charge would be 
70p, for three hours it would be £1, and 
for four hours it would be £1.50. 

In the city’s long-stay car parks, an 
all-day ticket would be £2.50 or people 
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could buy a weekly ticket for £5. 

After 6pm and until 8am, parking in 
all of Ely’s car parks would remain free. 

Car parking in Angel Drove would 
remain as it is under the new proposals. 

The charges would apply for both 
weekdays and at the weekends. 

Campaigners and the Ely Traders 
Association are in uproar over the new 
scheme, insisting it will have a 
“devastating effect” on the city centre, 
especially with a new out-of-town retail 
development being planned for Angel 
Drove. 

But Ely’s Mayor, city Cllr Will Burton, 
says the new plans are “fair and 
proportionate”. 

He said: “I believe the proposals we 
have put forward are fair and 
proportionate to visitors, shoppers, 
workers and businesses in Ely. 

“They include the issues which 
people have told us are important and 
we hope they are seen for what they are 
- a simple, straight forward scheme 
which attempts to address the concerns 
which we have heard over the last few 
months.” 

A 12-week public consultation will be 
launched on Monday, December 10. 

The feedback from that will then go 
to the development and transport 
committee next March, when a final 
decision will be made. 

If approved, the charges would be 
rolled out next July.

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Man begins prison 
term for raping girl 


A 56-YEAR-OLD 
man is behind bars 
after being convic¬ 
ted of raping and 
sexually assaulting 
a young girl. 

Graham Halls, of 
Meadow Court, Little- 
port, was jailed for 14 
years at Cambridge 
Crown Court on 
November 23 after he 
subjected an 11-year- 
old girl to “serious 
sexual abuse” for more 
than a year. 

Halls denied assaul¬ 
ting the girl but was 
convicted of two rapes 
and three sexual 
assaults following a trial 
in which the young 
witness gave evidence 
to the jury. 

The offences took 
place between May 14, 

2007, and August 8, 

2008. However, the 
victim only came 
forward to police last 
year.

based in Cambridge, 
said: “This was a case 
where a young teenage 
girl came forward and 
told the police what had 
happened to her when 
she was just 11 years old 
and how she had been 
seriously sexually 
abused by the defen¬ 
dant. 

“The court heard in 
the victim’s own words 
the devastating impact 
this crime has had on 
her and Halls was 
sentenced to 14 years’ 
imprisonment. 


“I hope that the 
victim can move on 
positively with her life 
and I want to take the 
opportunity to thank 
her and all the other 
witnesses for coming 
forward and assisting in 
the investigation and 
prosecution of this case. 

“Without their supp¬ 
ort, Halls would not 
have been brought to 
justice. 

“I would urge anyone 
who has been the victim 
of rape or sexual assault 
in any circumstances to 
report the crime to 
police. We take all 
allegations seriously 
and the Crown Prosec¬ 
ution Service has 
specialist rape prosec¬ 
utors who have 
expertise in dealing 
with sexual offences 
cases. We work with the 
police and the courts to 
ensure that victims are 
given the best possible 
support.” 

Halls also received an 
indefinite Sexual 
Offences Prevention 
Order.

£28k salary 
for working 
2-day week 


A FORMER mayor of Ely could 
be paid £28,000 a year to work 
just two days a week. 

Sir Graham Bright, Cambridgeshire’s 
newly-elected police and crime 
commissioner (PCC), announced last 
week that he is putting forward Brian 
Ashton, a former East Cambridgeshire 
District Council leader, as his deputy. 

If Mr Ashton, 
who lives in Ely 
and has been 
mayor twice, gets 
the role, he will be 
paid £28,000 a year 
- to work just two 
days a week. 

Sir Graham, who 
started his £70,000- 
a-year job as PCC 
last month, insists 
the deputy’s salary 

is fair. 

As reported in the Weekly News, more 
than £5,000 has been spent revamping 
an office at Cambridgeshire Police HQ 
for him - but he will be renting an office 
at South Cambridgeshire District 
Council in Cambourne instead, costing 
the taxpayer more cash. 

Sir Graham insists Mr Ashton, who 
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was leader of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council in 2007, is the best 
person to be his deputy, and praised his 
“skills, knowledge and abilities”. 

In an interview with BBC Radio 
Cambridgeshire he insisted Mr Ashton’s 
salary was justified. 

He said: “The previous committee 
was costing us more than £200,000 so, 
since it is just the two of us, we are 
actually maldng savings. 

“Anyway, it is a pro-rata salary which 
is set by the government and I think it’s 
fair.” 

He added: “I wanted someone who 
could complement me but at the same 
time thought the same way as I did. He, 
like me, has been involved in govern¬ 
ment and is a successful businessman. 

“Apart from that he is very good at 
keeping in touch with the community. 

“He fitted the bill all the way through 
and I’m relaxed with the thought of him 
deputising for me.” 

The Police and Crime Panel was due 
to interview Mr Ashton today and 
report back to Sir Graham, who makes 
the final decision on the appointment.

Care home praised 
after improvements 


A CARE home in Ely has been 
praised by the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) for making 
major improvements. 

Vera lames House, in Chapel Street, 
came under fire from the CQC in April 
this year. 

Inspectors visited the home 
unannounced and had to issue staff with 
an urgent list of improvements which 
they wanted made by the end of the year. 

Inspectors found that not all areas of 
the home had been kept adequately 
clean, that there were no guidelines in 
place for staff regarding when people 
should be taking medication and that 
people living at the home had not always 
been involved in the review of their care. 

The CQC gave management less than 
six months to make improvements before 
they visited again in September. 

In its latest report, the CQC said the 
home has made “major improvements”. 

Inspectors said: “At a previous 
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inspection in April, we found that not all 
areas of the home had been kept 
adequately clean. 

“During this inspection, we found the 
home to be clean and there were no 
offensive odours. 

“The manager informed us that after 
the previous inspection they had 
employed a company to carry out a two- 
day deep clean of the home.” 

Inspectors added: “At a previous 
inspection, we found that people were 
not always protected against the risks of 
unsafe premises, but during this 
inspection, we found that improvements 
had been made to the environment. 

“Clearer signage, so that people could 
find their way around the home easier 
and locate their bedrooms, was in place. 

“We also saw that pad bins and laundry 
baskets had been removed from the 


bathrooms so that there was more room.” 

Vera James House provides care for 42 
elderly residents and is owned by the CHS 
Group. 

A spokeswoman for the CHS Group 
said: “Vera James House received a clean 
bill of health after a follow up inspection 
from the CQC. 

“This is a pleasing result for us because 
it recognises the hard work of staff at the 
home. 

“Since the original inspection last April, 
we have improved our care plans - 
ensuring they better reflect what 
customers want, stepped up our cleaning 
schedules, produced guidance for staff of 
medicine that is only taken occasionally, 
and improved our use of signs to help 
people know how to get around. 

“As a charity we reinvest all our money 
in our services for customers or in 
developing new services for more 
customers. In Vera James House we shall 
shortly be investing in renewing floor 
coverings and redecorating the home.” 


Last Monday, Father Christmas and 
his sleigh took to the streets of Ely 
with his helpers from the Ely 
Rotary, Lions, and Inner Wheel 
Clubs, raising money for local 
charities and good causes. They 
are being helped by students and 
teachers from Ely College as part 
of their Duke of Edinburgh’s Award 
Scheme Bronze Award.

“Our tree is always so big 
that it is a job in itself just to 
get it inside the cathedral. 

“It usually takes around 
300 lights and more than 
1,000 baubles to fully 
decorate, and that job 
usually takes our volunteers 
a whole week to complete. 

“It’s a big job but it 
always looks magnificent 
and adds to the festive spirit 
at the cathedral.”

Residents hit out at 
waste collections 


FED-UP residents say their 
lives are being made a 
misery by early-hour refuse 
collections outside their 
homes. 

People living in Ely’s city centre 
say major waste firm Veolia is 
collecting commercial waste as 
early as 4am and 5am and that the 
noise is disrupting their sleep. 

They say the High Street, Market 
Street and Market Square are the 
worst-affected areas. 

The issue has been raised with 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, whose environmental 
health officers are now inves¬ 
tigating. 

And Veolia Environmental 
Services also says it is speaking to 
its customers to try to re-arrange 
their collection times. 

Dominic O’Sullivan, of Ely’s 
High Street, said: “It’s totally unfair 
on people like me who live in the

city centre. To hear refuse lorries at 
7am is fine but 4am and 5am is 
not. The noise is unbearable and is 
disrupting our sleep. 

“There are doctors who live near 
me and they say it is affecting their 
work, and there are families with 
young children who are at their 
wit’s end. This has been going on 
for over a year now and can be up 
to three or four times a week. We 
need it to stop.” 

A Market Street resident, who 
did not want to be named, said: 
“People might think that because 
we live in the city centre we should 
put up with loud noise and 
disturbances but that is not fair. 

“Waste is being collected much 
earlier than it should be, 
sometimes as early as 4am, and it 
is making mine and my family’s 
life a misery. 


“To be woken up at that sort of 
time by loud beeping and revving 
is horrendous and you simply 
can’t get back to sleep. 

“Veolia needs to make it so that 
the commercial waste is being 
collected at a more sociable hour 
for residents, maybe something 
like 8am.” 

A district council spokesman 
said the authority was aware of the 
issues and said officers were 
monitoring noise levels. 

A spokeswoman for Veolia said 
it wanted to “avoid inconven¬ 
ience” to residents. 

She said: “Early morning 
collections outside the rush hour 
are timed to avoid disruption to 
businesses but at the same time 
we clearly wish to avoid 
inconvenience to residents. 

“Therefore, we are speaking to 
our customers in order to re-time 
these collections to provide a 
solution for all parties.”

We feel parking 
proposal is fair 

Sir, It has been over a week since we 
first announced the joint initiative 
between the East Cambridgeshire 
District Council and City of Ely Council 
to tackle the issue of car parking in Ely. 
So far we have had very constructive 
feedback on the new charging 
proposals, which include a free first 
hour on short-stay parking as well as a 
guarantee to invest excess income to 
benefit the city centre. 

We believe there has been a general 
acceptance that the proposals are fair, 
proportionate and address many of the 
concerns people had about previous 
ideas. 

This is very important as we have 
worked hard to take on board all the 
feedback from previous consultations 
and the comments from residents, 
visitors and businesses. We believe our 
proposals avoid complex 
arrangements or high running costs 
and provide the free element of 
parking that people asked for. 

Our research also suggests that more 
than 2,000 cars park for less than an 
hour in Ely every day already. These 
people will not be effected by the 
changes. The proposals also allow us to 
manage the demand for parking 
spaces in the city, which is expected to 
rise by 20 per cent by 2026. 

Put simply, our plans aim to balance 
affordable parking for those wishing to 
visit and work in the city, manage 
demand for spaces in the future and 
create a simple and easy to use system. 
While in an ideal world no one would 
want to introduce car parking charges, 
we feel we have made real progress to 
deliver a fair scheme for all.

EXTRA children’s nursery places 
are on their way to Ely. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
has approved plans to open a new 
nursery on the Lancaster Way Business 
Park in Witchford Road. 

The facility will cater for up to 40 
children, and will also create up to 15 
jobs. 

Grovemere Properties, which owns the 
business park, applied for planning 
permission in September. 

The scheme involves converting and 
extending Lancaster Lodge, a former 
house on the business park.

“ideal” site for a nursery. 

They added: “The change of use and 
extension of Lancaster Lodge to a nursery 
will provide employment opportunities 
for up to 15 people, while providing a 
viable location to help encourage linked 
trips. 

“The nursery will lift the business park’s 
profile, acting as a draw to both 
employers looking to relocate their 
businesses and employees looking for a 
new job with easily accessible childcare. 

“The nursery will also provide an 
opportunity for commuters travelling 
past the park on their way to Ely or 
Cambridge to combine their commute 
and childcare trips.” 

The nursery will be open from 6am- 
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8pm, Monday to Friday, and 6am-8pm at 
the weekends. It will also be open for 
children’s parties. 

The applicants said: “The building will 
be used as a nursery for pre-school, 
toddlers and babies. 

“As well as focusing on healthy eating, 
educational play, and parental involve¬ 
ment, the site will occasionally be used 
for children’s parties, open days and 
educational weekends but these are 
considered to be ancillary to its use as a 
nursery.” 

Speaking after the decision, Michael 
Hendry, director of PlanSurv Ltd, 
Grovemere’s planning agents, said: “We 
are delighted that the council has 
recognised the importance of providing 
excellent local childcare to working 
parents as well as the need to make 
provision close to areas of employment, 
particularly in these challenging 
economic times. 

“The presence of a children’s nursery 
on the business park will help to attract 
both businesses and employees to 
Lancaster Way and assist in realising its 
expansion plans approved last year, 
which could see employees on the park 
rise from 1,200 to 3,000 in the coming 
years.”

Keep off flooded 
roads or risk 
lives - warning 


EMERGENCY services are 
urging motorists to stop 
putting their lives at risk by 
driving through flood 
water. 

Police and firefighters say 
drivers are being "extremely 
irresponsible and dangerous" by 
ignoring road closures and 
warning signs where routes are 
flooded. 

Those who do are also wasting 
emergency services’ resources. 

Careless motorists are 
continuing to drive through 
flooded routes in both Welney and 
Earith, and police say any drivers 
caught doing so will now be 
prosecuted. 

One man even filmed himself 
driving his Land Rover along the 
A1101 at Welney, which is 
currently submerged in 4.5ft of 
water, before posting the footage 
on YouTube. 

The video shows water flowing 
over the vehicle’s bonnet and at 
one point in the five-minute 
video, a tractor and trailer pass in 
the opposite direction, causing 
waves of water to surge over the 
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Land Rover’s bonnet. 

Norfolk Police have slammed 
the motorist responsible as 
“extremely dangerous”. 

A spokesman said: “Such action 
is extremely irresponsible and 
dangerous. 

“It is behaviour like this that 
puts the driver and passengers in 
danger and also could necessitate 
a call from the emergency services 
to retrieve you if you get into 
difficulty. You could also sustain 
serious damage to the vehicle.” 

The A1101 at Welney is likely to 
remain flooded throughout the 
winter months, forcing motorists 
to take a lengthy 25-mile detour 
via Downham Market. 

The A1123 at Earith is also 
flooded and emergency services 
have been forced to rescue 
numerous motorists who have 
become trapped after ignoring the 
flooding warnings. 

Inspector Iain Clark, from 
Cambridgeshire Police, said: 
“Several routes have been closed 


off with signs and cones but it 
appears some drivers are 
choosing to ignore these or even 
move them out of the way. 

“We are having to deploy 
resources to rescue stricken 
motorists and that is taking them 
away from other duties. 

“These road signs are there for a 
reason; any motorist caught 
ignoring them will be 
prosecuted.” 

Alan Brown, Cambridgeshire 
Lire and Rescue Service group 
commander, said drivers who 
ignored flood warnings were 
wasting emergency services’ 
resources. 

He added: “Ignoring road 
closures by driving through flood 
water is very dangerous as it is 
impossible to know how deep the 
water is and whether there are any 
hazards under the water that 
could leave you stranded. 

“We are also being called to 
incidents that could have been 
avoided if drivers had driven 
safely and obeyed the road closure 
notices.”

Muddy roads 
spark outcry 


FARMERS who fail to 
clear mud from 
roads ‘should be 
prosecuted’. 

That’s the message 
from residents who are 
urging police to be 
tougher on those who 
leave mud on the region’s 
roads. 

Drivers insist that some 
farmers are putting 
motorists’ lives at risk by 
not clearing away mud 
which they drag onto the 
road from nearby fields. 

Mum-of-two Harriet 
Slingsby, of High Street, 
Wicken, said she almost 
crashed while driving 
along the A1123 Stretham 
Road recently because of 
mud left behind. 

She said: “The road was 
covered with thick mud 
which had come straight 
off the fields. There were 
no warning signs and the 
farmer had just left it 
there. 

“One of my children 
was in the car with me at 
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the time and it just 
terrifies me to think what 
could have happened. 

“Thankfully I managed 
to brake in time but I still 
skidded as I hit the mud. 
It’s extremely dangerous. 

“Obviously the majority 
of farmers are responsible 
and clean the roads to 
make it safe for all 
motorists, but the police 
need to punish farmers 
who don’t. 

“They’re putting peo¬ 
ple’s lives at risk.” 

The issue has also been 
raised by Littleport resi¬ 
dent Mike Goodall on the 
community website, 
ShapeYourPlace. 

He said: “This is an 
issue that needs to be 
addressed. Many years 
ago one of my sons ended 
up in a ditch at night 
because of large lumps of 
mud in the road. 

“It was pretty obvious 


who was to blame as the 
trail came from the 
farmer’s field. Luckily he 
was not hurt, or his 
passenger, as he was not 
speeding on the unlit 
road.” 

He added: “It can be 
very dangerous especially 
when mixed with rain, 
especially on major roads 
and bypasses. 

“I would like to see the 
law enforced and farmers 
made to clean off as much 
as possible before going 
onto the roads, and if they 
don’t, fine them - they’d 
soon take notice.” 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire Police 
said: “Farmers usually 
clean up the mud 
afterwards but on a few 
occasions this doesn't 
happen. 

“We will try to locate 
those responsible and ask 
them to clear the road 
surface or contact High¬ 
ways Agency to do so if 
this is not possible.”

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New change for 
city’s taxi fleet 


LICENSING bosses have 
yet again changed their 
minds about how they 
want taxis in the Ely area to 
look. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
CoimciEs licensing officers have 
been discussing for years what 
changes could be made to cabs in 
the district to make them safer. 

At one time the authority tried 
to force all taxi firms to have 
silver-coloured cars only, 
although a backlash from drivers 
led to the plans being scrapped. 

More recently the council 
considered making all local taxis 
have a white, illuminated roof 
sign with the word ‘Taxi’ and the 
district council emblem on both 
sides. 

But now the council has come 
up with a new idea, of which 
cabbies are more supportive. 

The new plan is to make all 
taxis have a roof sign that is 
illuminated when the vehicle is 
available for hire and that the sign 
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has the word ‘Taxi’ in block 
capital letters both on the front 
and back. 

The roof sign must also not 
bear any features which could 
confuse it with the vehicle’s plate 
number. 

Members of the council’s 
licensing committee met on 
November 21 to discuss the new 
proposals, which will now be put 
out to consultation for taxi drivers 
and other relevant organisations 
to have their say. 

John Skipper, owner of Ely- 
based A10 Taxis and who was at 
the meeting, said: “I’m over the 
moon with the new proposals and 
I think it’s fair to say the majority 
of taxi firms are. 

“At last the council is looking at 
a sensible option and not one that 
would have forced us all to spend 
a fortune with very little, if any, 
benefit. 

“It’s just a shame that we’ve had 


to go through what we have to get 
here, and all the expense it must 
have cost the council.” 

The council says such changes 
will create a more uniformed taxi 
service in the district, making it 
safer for people who use cabs. 

Liz Bailey, the authority’s 
principal environmental health 
officer, said that a recent survey 
“highlighted that some roof signs 
have numbers on the end of the 
roof sign that are different to the 
external and internal display plate 
number issued by the council”. 

She said: “This could cause 
confusion where a member of the 
public wishes to make a 
complaint about a driver or 
vehicle.” 

Mrs Bailey said that if the new 
rules are approved, around a 
dozen signs will have to have the 
word ‘Taxi’ fixed to the rear of 
their sign and that around three 
signs will have to have numbering 
removed. 

A consultation will be launched 
soon. 



Teacher urges careers in physics 


A PHYSICS teacher who inspires young people 
to take an interest in science has been 
encouraging Cambridge University students to 
consider a career in the profession. 

The Institute of Physics asked Ned Kittoe, a 
physics teacher at King’s Ely, to give a talk on 
the life of a physics teacher to around 80 
undergraduate and postgraduate students as 
part of a nationwide campaign to recruit more 
teachers in the subject. 

Mr Kittoe began his teaching career as a 
rowing coach after a successful career 
representing Great Britain as an oarsman. 


Until that point he was never sure what he 
wanted to do, and says he understands students 
and graduates who feel the same. 

Mr Kittoe, who is head of physics at King’s, 
told the students: “A physics teacher is an 
interface between a fascinating subject and a 
keen learner - it is one of the most challenging 
and fulfilling careers that a graduate could 
consider.

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Plans move ahead 
for station target 
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COUNCIL chiefs plan to 
draw up a “financially 
positive” case for re¬ 
opening a railway station. 

For the last 18 months, East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) and Cambridgeshire 
County Council have been in talks 
with Network Rail about re¬ 
building Soham station, which 
was levelled in a wartime train 
explosion almost 70 years ago. 

The discussions became more 
serious after the Department for 
Transport (DfT) confirmed 
funding for the doubling of the 
track between Ely and Soham. 

The scheme, part of a £55 
million project to improve freight 
transport, would create the 
possibility of a double platform 
station at Soham. 

Both authorities are now 
waiting to hear “further clari¬ 
fication” from the DfT before they 
draw up a formal business case for 
the development, which Network 
Rail estimates will cost around 
£6.15 million. 

Research carried out by 
Network Rail on behalf of the 
councils has also confirmed that 
re-opening the station is an

engineering possibility. 

Darren Hill, business devel¬ 
opment manager at ECDC, 
presented a document to mem¬ 
bers of the development and 
transport committee on 
November 20, which showed plans 
are moving forward. 

He said: “A number of reports 
and studies have now been 
completed for Soham Station and 
we have now reached the stage 
whereby we are awaiting further 
clarification from the DfT on next 
steps, and if any additional work is 
required before the submission of 
a full business case. 

“The reinstatement of Soham 
Station has also been raised as a 
priority project for the district 


council with the Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership, who have 
offered to provide some con¬ 
sultancy support for the project 
moving forward. 

“A meeting is being held with 
the county council, the DfT and 
Greater Anglia to discuss the 
studies already completed and the 
principles of how to make a 
financially positive business case 
for Soham.” 

The station opened in 1879 
when the Ely to Newmarket 
railway line was built, but it was 
destroyed on June 2, 1944, after a 
consignment of bombs travelling 
through the town caught fire and 
blew up the station. 

Re-opening the station could 
provide a direct rail link between 
Ely and Cambridge. 

Cllr James Palmer, deputy leader 
at East Cambridgeshire District 
Council and whose ward is Soham 
South, said: “It has long been an 
aspiration of everyone connected 
with Soham to restore the railway 
station. With the recent funding 
and positive feedback from the 
Government, we are edging closer 
to this goal but there is still work 
to be done. 

“We must put together a 
business case to show how any 
service stopping in Soham would 
be used.”

Missing attractions 
leave town seething 


COUNCILLORS in Soham 
are disgruntled after 
attractions in the town 
were left off a county 
council-produced map. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil produced a new map this 
autumn to encourage people to 
get on their bikes and explore the 
Ely area. 

The map features commuter, 
school and leisure routes in and 
around East Cambridgeshire, as 
well as information about tourist 
attractions reachable by bike. 

Although the town is on the 
map, none of its attractions such 
as Soham’s museum, shops or 
leisure centre are included. 

Many of Ely’s attractions are on 
the map, as are places like 
Wicken Fen and Stretham Old 
Engine. 


Town councillors are angry and 
have written to the county 
council. 

Cllr Rosemary Aitchison, 
chairman of Soham Town 
Council, said: “We’re really 
miffed. 

“We should be used to it by 
now as places in Soham do get 
missed out all the time but it’s 
just not fair. 

“Yes, the town itself is on the 
map but all the other places, such 
as Wicken and Stretham, all have 
information about what there is 
to do there, yet we got nothing. 

“We’ve written to the county 
council and they have replied 
saying that the map was meant to 
be Ely-centric and that they will 
consult us the next time they 
produce a similar one.” 

The map, the latest in a series 
to be produced by the county 
council, has been distributed to 


schools, parish councils and 
tourist attractions. 

It also offers cycling tips, cycle 
shops and detailed inset maps of 
Ely city centre and nearby 
villages. 

A spokesman for the county 
council said: “Space on this sort 
of publication is always limited. 
The map is designed to highlight 
cycling facilities, not tourist 
attractions, and it has been very 
well received by local residents 
and visiting cyclists. 

“We would be happy to speak 
to Soham Town Council about 
the possibility of including some 
points of interest in the town in 
any subsequent revisions or 
reprints of the map.” 

The map is also available from 
Ely’s Tourist Information Centre 
in St Mary’s Street or visit 
www.cambridgeshire.gov. uk/ 
cycling.

RANDED ACCESSORIES 
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A14 crash man 
is fined by court 


A MAN who caused a 
concertina crash on the A14 
has developed “severe 
anxiety” about driving, a 
court heard. 

Lee Smith, 30, ended up 
slamming into the car in front of 
him at Histon after he failed to 
slow his Audi A3 when traffic was 
slowing ahead of him, magistrates 
in Cambridge were told. 

Smith had hit the back of the car 
in front, which in turn struck the 
car ahead of it. 

This car was then pushed into a 
third, which was shunted into a 
fourth. 


Delia Matthews, prosecuting, 
said damage was caused to all five 
of the vehicles. 

The court was told Smith, of 
Columbine Road, Ely, gave up his 
place in an ambulance for another 
person involved in the accident, 
which took place on the road’s 
westbound carriageway on 
September 11. 

This was despite Smith suffering 
concussion and a fractured wrist, 
magistrates were told. 

A person in the car directly in 
front of Smith’s Audi also suffered 
slight injuries. 

Smith pleaded guilty by post to 
driving without due care and 
attention and did not attend the 


hearing. 

Speaking on the basis of a letter 
from Smith, the court’s legal 
adviser told magistrates the 
defendant’s job involved a lot of 
driving, he had been clocking up a 
high mileage for 13 years and has 
not had any endorsements on his 
licence. 

She said: “Since the accident, he 
has developed a lot of severe 
anxiety about driving and his job 
has been severely affected.” 

Magistrate Malcolm Kane 
ordered Smith to pay a fine of 
£285, costs of £70 and a £15 victim 
surcharge. 

He also put six penalty points 
on Smith’s driving licence. 


Lower bills given welcome by MP

CHRISTMAS is a time of 
joy, but it can also be a 
huge source of stress for 
many - especially if your 
family doesn't fit the 
Traditional' 2.4 children 
mould. 

Psychologist Cary Cooper 
shares his advice for keeping 
festive fall-outs to a minimum 

Psychologist Professor Cary 
Cooper is head of relationship 
counselling charity Relate and 
a panel member for the Centre 
for the Modern Family, which 
aims to improve under¬ 
standing of families in the 21st 
century. Cooper points out 
that only 16 per cent of 
modern day families in the UK 
fit the traditional model, 
defined as two married parents 
living together with two or 
more children. 

Having wed twice himself, 
with two children from each 
marriage, Cooper has first¬ 
hand experience of tackling 
complicated family 

arrangements, but he’s

confident that steps can be 
taken to keep stress to a 
minimum. 

WHYTHE STRESS? 

According to Cooper, 
Christmas is stressful because, 
often, it is one of only two 
times of the year that the 
family has to reintegrate 
emotionally for a substantial 
period of time. During the rest 
of the year, family members 
are only “tactically” 
connecting. “A characteristic of 
the modern family - traditional 
or otherwise - is they lead a 
very diverse life and only come 
together for a longish period of 
time over Christmas and 


family holidays. 

“At Christmas, you're 
dumped in a box for 10 days, 
and the process of 
reintegrating is stressful 
because you're having to 
tolerate everybody else, 
whereas before you could just 
do your own thing.” 

PLAN AHEAD 

Even the most ‘perfect’ of 
families will experience some 
degree of tension (or at least 
need a little breather every 
now and then!) at extended 
gathering like Christmas, so 
first and foremost, don’t be too 
hard on yourself: it’s normal to 
experience teething problems. 

However, there are steps you 
can take to help keep festive 
feuds low and festive fun high, 
and planning ahead is a good 
place to start. 

“Planning has to be early,” 
says Cooper. “Plan the 
presents, who you're going to 
see and when. Particularly in a 
modern family with all the step 
kids and the shared custody, it 
causes a lot of conflict to do it 


two weeks before Christmas.” 

If planning involves inter¬ 
acting with an ex-partner with 
whom you’re not on the best of 
terms, Cooper is adamant that 
calling rather than emailing or 
texting is the safer option. 

“In an email - you just make 
one mistake and use a 
particular word and you could 
get into real trouble,” he 
advises. “I would call them up, 
and when you call, be very, 
very patient and careful about 
what you say.” 

CREATE UNITY 
Togetherness doesn’t just 
happen spontaneously - 
instead see it as something you 
can help create. 

“If you want the family to be 
together with the minimal 
amount of tension, get them 
to do something as a unit,” 
says Cooper. “A good way of 
doing that is actually getting 
everyone involved in family 
games.” 

Another idea is to get the 
whole family involved in 
preparing the Christmas meal.

FRUIT AND NUT BUTTONS 
(Makes 24) 

200g good-quality dark 
chocolate 

150g freeze-dried fruits 
lOOg chopped mixed nuts 
Place the chocolate in a 
heatproof bowl over a pan 
of boiling water. Do not 


allow the bowl to touch the 
water. Stir until melted. 

Remove from heat and 
stir in half the freeze-dried 
fruit and three-quarters of 
the mixed nuts. 

Stir until all the fruit and 
nuts are covered in 
chocolate and spoon into 
button or sweet moulds. 

While the chocolate is still 
wet, sprinkle the remaining 
fruit and nuts over the top 
of each button. 

Allow to set completely 
before removing from the 
button tray. 

TOP TIP: Drop a handful of 
the buttons into a gift bag 
and embellish with a 
customised bag topper. 

CANDYVODKA 
(Makes a 250ml bottle) 

For the vodka: 

I family size bag of Skittles 
35cl bottle of good-quality 
vodka 

For presentation: 

II airtight jar 

250ml presentation bottle 
Coffee filter paper or muslin 
Start by separating all the 
colours of Skittles. You will 
end up with five different 
options for your candy 
vodka. You could use both 
red and purple in the same 
jar - the more sweets you 
add, the sweeter the vodka 
will become. 

If working with a different

colour, remember that 
green leaves a bitter taste so 
take those out unless you 
like a slightly sour tang! 

Place the chosen colour 
Skittles into the bottom of 
the airtight jar and pour in 
half the bottle of vodka.

Accident woman in 
attack on judiciary 


A WOMAN whose leg was 
shattered when she was hit 
by a car in Ely has criticised 
the justice system for failing 
to reform careless drivers. 

Chiara Ferrara, 27, who 
represented Cambridge University 
at rowing, has had her dreams of 
competing for her country ruined 
after the crash in Ely, in which a car 
smashed into her as she cycled, 
shattering the tibia and fibula 
bones in her leg. 

The driver, Stephen Booking, 47, 
of Page Court, Ely, was given a six- 
point penalty and told to pay £300 
in fines and costs for driving 
without due care and attention. 
The maximum penalty for careless 
driving is a £2,500 fine, a 
mandatory three to nine points on 
the licence and there is the option 
of a driving ban. 

Chiara has been told she may 


not be able to ever run again. She 
said motorists should receive 
training after being convicted of 
such offences. 

Chiara, from Histon, said: “I 
accept that accidents happen and 
everyone has a lapse of con¬ 
centration but people need to have 
more appreciation that they are 
operating what is essentially a 
speeding lump of metal, which can 
kill.” 

On the sentence the driver was 
given by Cambridge magistrates, 
she added: “It sends out com¬ 
pletely the wrong message. He 
doesn’t even have to retake his 
driving licence. He can get straight 
back into his car while I have to 
live with this for the rest of my life.” 

She said the majority of road 
users were “careful and attentive” 
but added: “For the few that don’t 
feel it’s their responsibility to be 
careful there should be much 


better education programmes and 
training. 

“These people must be made to 
understand the responsibility of 
driving a car or cycling on the road. 
The current justice system doesn’t 
seem to allow for that." 

The crash happened at the 
junction of Prickwillow Road and 
Lisle Lane on May 11. 

She said the car “t-boned” her, a 
term used to describe when a road 
user crashes head-on into the side 
of another. 

The Cambridge University 
Alumni Relations worker and 
Cambridge Blue, who studied at 
King’s College, said: “Now I can’t 
jump, I can’t run, I can’t do 
anything. If I want to run to catch 
the bus or catch up to a friend in 
the street I can’t. A consultant told 
me I might not be able to run 
again, but I’m determined to prove 
them wrong.”

Patricia and her volunteers 
also ran a stall at the 
Christmas Lights Switch-on, 
which raised £144. 

Patricia said: “I’d like to 
thank everyone for their 
continued support. Thanks to 
people’s generosity we’ve 
managed to raise yet further 
vital funds for Papworth.” 


Shop couple 
in warning on 
parking fees 


THE owners of a gift 
shop which is 
closing down are 
urging council 
chiefs not to intro¬ 
duce car parking 
charges in Ely. 

Deb Keener and Pat¬ 
ricia Donnelly have run 
The Inkwell gift shop in 
Forehill for seven years. 

But they have decided 
to call it a day and will be 
closing the premises in 
the New Year. 

The duo say that 
numerous issues are 
forcing them to close - 
mainly because their rent 
has been increased by 
their landlord. 

They also say footfall in 
Ely has decreased over 
the years and they fear 
that with car parking 
charges set to come in 
next year, it will drop 
further. 

Deb said: “There are 
numerous things which 
have forced us to make 
this decision. 

“Our rents have just 
gone up again and are 
now at £7,500 a year,

which is a lot for the size 
of the premises we are in. 

“The property itself has 
also been fairly prob¬ 
lematic over the years. 

“The footfall in Ely is 
certainly not what it was 
a few years ago. 

“We have our loyal 
customers but sadly they 
are not enough to sustain 
our business - there just 
isn’t the passing trade 
anymore.” 

Deb said the fact that 
the passageway at the 
bottom of Forehill into 
Broad Street car park has 
been closed all year while 
a development is built at 
the back of Simon Taylor 
Hairdressing has affected 
footfall in Forehill. 

The issue has been 
reported in the Weekly 
News but the developer 
insists the passageway, 
which is private land, 
needs to be closed due to 
health and safety issues. 

Deb added that East 
Cambridgeshire District 


Council and the City of 
Ely Council’s plan to in¬ 
troduce parking charges 
has also led to them 
decide to close. 

She said: “There is no 
question about it - 
parking charges will force 
businesses in the city 
centre to close. 

“The current four-hour 
parking restrictions are 
bad enough. People 
come into Ely and have 
to look at their watches 
constantly to make sure 
they won’t be caught by a 
traffic warden. 

“It prevents people 
from fully enjoying what 
Ely has to offer. 
Effectively the council is 
asking people to come 
into Ely but to then leave 
after a certain time - it 
doesn’t make sense. 

“It’s a tough decision 
we’ve had to make but we 
will be closing. 

“We’re going to remain 
open over Christmas but 
will be closing in 
January.”

Cambridgeshire’s kooky 
performance artist is taking 
on Christmas with a show for 
all the family Will she be 
toning down the rude jokes? 
Yes. Will she be forgoing her 
glitzy costumes and general 
air of silliness? No way, she 
tells JENNIFER SHELTON 


B RYONY Kimmings is 
sitting in a Cambridge 
cafe with a vanilla latte, 
ideas for this year’s Junction 
Christmas show, DIY Nativity , 
bubbling forth between sips. 

Petite and enthusiastic, this St Ives- 
born 31-year-old is responsible for some 
of the biggest, most outlandish ideas the 
city’s arts scene has had to handle, and 
which have made a name for her in 
Edinburgh, London and beyond. 

If you haven’t seen her work already, 
let me fill you in. Her first show, 2010’s 
Sex Idiot , explored the stigmas 
surrounding STIs and included a 
memorable stunt in which she wore a 
moustache made from hair contributed by 
the audience. Then in Seven Day Drunk 
we saw her getting sloshed for a week- 
long experiment about the relationship 
between alcohol and creativity. She’s 
since done several children’s shows at the 
Battersea Arts Centre (sober, naturally). 

As well as their loud themes, her 
productions are characterised by wild 
costumes, silly song-and-dance numbers 
and plenty of audience interaction: she 
might have a message, but she says it 
with style. 

First up, Bryony, are you 
a fan of Christmas? 

Yes. It’s always been a big thing in 
our family. My mum’s really into 


Christmas - she’s not one of those people 
who has Christmas every day, but she’ll 
keep the decoratii )ns up as long as 
possible. 

What are the Ki minings’ 

Christmas tradii ions? 

I do Christmas di mer and my two sisters 
and my nieces an I nephews come over, 
and we watch 77z< ■ Muppet Christmas 
Carol. We always go out on Christmas 
Eve to the Ollie Cromwell [in St Ives], 
which means we’: - e all hungover on 
Christmas Day. 

Tell us about DI Y Nativity. 

It’s about what Cliristmas means to 
people. And because I’m so into 
Christmas, when I got commissioned to 
do it by The Junction I wanted to include 


some other characters with different 
views. So I’ve got Stuart Bowden, who’s 
worked with kids and is interested in 
the religious side of it, and Sam 
Halmarack, who’s a musician and a bit 
of a sourpuss. 

The premise is that me and Stuart 
are trying to put on this show and 
convince Sam how great Christmas is. So 
we’re trying to present our best idea of 
Christmas, which everyone in the 
audience will have their own opinion on 
too. A lot of it is up to the audience, so if 
they say Christmas is about presents I 
might get four or five people to come and 
assemble a toy kitchen in a race. Or get 
someone to write a Christmas number 1, 
or read a Queen’s speech, or do 
something with a giant turkey. . . 

The idea is that at one point we give up 


on Sam, and then finally he realises the 
importance of Christmas. 

I want it to be a celebration, and people 
don’t have to join in if they don’t want to. 
But usually in my shows I build up to 
asking people to join in, holding their 
hand so they feel very safe and not too 
silly. 

What were your aims in writing it? 

It had to be really silly and weird, it had 
to be audience-based -1 love things like 
The Generation Game, where people had 
to make things. And it had to tell a really 
good story. We went through loads of 
stories - A Christmas Carol and even The 
Twits - but the idea of doing The Nativity 
seemed perfect. It felt risky but also very 
familiar. 

Other theatres in Cambridge have got a 
panto, and one’s got George’s Marvellous 
Medicine, which will be lovely - but The 
Junction needs something different. 

Do you like pantos? 

No. But I don’t like musicals either, 
which people think is weird. 

My dad’s always been in pantos 
and always plays the dame, so for 
me it just represents complete 
embarrassment. That’s what I don’t 
want my show to be. 

Everyone remembers their school 
nativity play. Who were you in yours? 

I was Mary! And David Richards, 
my boyfriend, was Joseph. I remember 
being SO happy that I didn’t have to be a 
sheep. I think it was the beginning of my 
theatre career, actually. 

You mentioned Christmas Number 
ones. What’s your favourite? 

I love Driving Home For Christmas. 

But I don’t like the Slade one. Or Mr 
Blobby.

Review of Ely Consort’s 400 Years 
of Choral Music in the Lady 
Chapel, Ely Cathedral 


THE concert was magnificent - a 
most fitting memorial to Giovanni 
Gabrieli, who died around 400 years 
ago. 

Under the directorship of Matthew 
Rudd, this choir has developed into 
a phenomenal group. A full rich 
tone, carefully and expressively 
shaped phrases, precise entries and 
rhythmic cohesion mark their 
performances. 

The internal passion and exciting 
climaxes of Bruckner’s Christus 
factus est and Locus Iste, the 
appealing harmonies and flowing 
movement in Faure’s Cantique de 
Jean Racine, the stable serenity of 
Hassler’s Dixit Maria, the poignant 
discords in Mozart’s lighter-styled 
Sancta Maria, mater Dei and more 
serious Ave Verum Corpus were all 
beautifully sung. 

An evening of such glorious music 
would have been sufficient, but this 
time these fine singers gave us 
more. The modern works by Dubra, 
Will Todd and Lauridsen were 
enthralling, using modern 
techniques that enhanced their 
musical appeal. Dubra’s Veni 
Sanctus Spiritus contained 
challenging moments for the 
singers. Will Todd’s The Call of 
Wisdom conveyed perfectly a sense 
of calm with its uplifting and spiritual 
dimensions. 

Jonathan Lilley provided empathetic 
accompaniment on chamber organ 
or piano as required. His 
phenomenal musicianship was very 
much in evidence in his solo 
performances of Mozart's Fugue in 
Eb K. 153, A Little Gigue K.574 and 
Debussy’s Jardins sous la pluie.

A HOLLYWOOD screenwriter with 
crippling creative block finds inspiration 
in the most unlikely places in Martin 
McDonagh’s twisted black comedy.

When Marty mentions this to best 
friend Billy (Sam Rockwell), a jobbing 
actor who is involved in a dog-napping 
scam with elderly associate Hans 
(Christopher Walken), Billy places a 
newspaper advert asking bona fide 
psychopaths to share their life stories. 

Step forward madman Zachariah (Tom 
Waits) who, in return for sharing his 
grisly past, asks Marty to include a 
message to his accomplice during the 
film’s credits, jesting that he will kill the 
screenwriter if the declaration is cut. 


Meanwhile, Billy and Hans kidnap a 
pedigree pooch called Bonny, unaware 
the dog is the pride and joy of sadistic 
gangster Charlie Costello (Woody 
Harrelson). 

When Charlie discovers the four¬ 
legged object of his affections has been 
abducted from dog walker Sharice 
(Gabourey Sidibe), retribution is swift 
and brutal. 

Seven Psychopaths balances giggles, 
gore and giddiness, spattering the 
screen with lashings of blood. 

Farrell is somewhat bland but Walken, 
Rockwell and Harrelson savour their 
colourful supporting characters, whose 
fates become inextricably entwined in 
the desert. 

While it falls agonisingly short of 
McDonagh’s 2008 debut In Bruges, it is 
nevertheless an entertaining ensemble 
piece which aims a shotgun squarely 
between the eyes of political 
correctness.

THE REAL THING Less than one in five of us will have a natural 
Christmas tree, according to Which?

H owever much fake 
Christmas trees have 
improved over the years, I 
don’t think I’ll ever allow myself 
to buy one, as they never match 
the colour, texture and scent of 
the real thing. 

However, it seems I’m in the minority, 
as according to a new Which? report, less 
than one in five of us will have a real 
Christmas tree this year. 

It’s a claim disputed by many garden 
centres, which say the sales of their real 
trees haven’t diminished and that this year 
should be a bumper year for quality trees 
because of the strong new growth they 
will have made thanks to the heavy 
rainfall in the past couple of years. 

There has been concern that prices of 
real trees may be higher this year because 
of a mysterious disease called current 
season needle necrosis (CSNN) which 
has hit British-grown Christmas trees, 
turning needles brown during the summer 
before they drop off. 

CSNN is associated with a fungus 
which is similar to apple scab, causing 
some of the needles in Nordmann firs to 
go brown in July and August. 

However, this year’s trees won't be 
affected as only healthy trees are cut for 


sale, according to the British Christmas 
Tree Growers Association (BCTGA). 

However, CSNN could affect the 
number of marketable trees in future 
years if it continues to hit UK and 
European trees, the association warns. 

It has been a problem for Christmas 
tree growers in the US for many years, 
but it is only in the last two years that it 
has become more noticeable in the 
European crop. 


The tree fungus scare could be a storm 
in a teacup, says Tim Clapp, head of trees 
and horticulture for The Garden Centre 
Group, which represents 129 UK garden 
centres. 

“It won’t affect our supplies at all,” he 
says. 

“Necrosis is nothing new and it’s not a 
killer which would wipe out fields of 
Nordmanns. Customers need not worry 
because a tree with necrosis won’t be cut 


and put out for sale, because it looks 
dead. 

“I think it’s hit the press because of the 
problem we’ve got with ash dieback.” 

Necrosis has not affected award¬ 
winning garden centre chain Hillier’s 
supplies and in fact it’s been such a great 
growing year for trees that Hillier is 
dropping its prices. A 6ft Nordmann will 
cost £39.99, £5 less than last year. 

Pip Bensley, Hillier nursery stock 
buyer, says of CSNN: “The problem is 
that no one has identified what’s 
happening. The fungus has been around 
for years but without research we don’t 
know if it has changed or what will 
happen. It’s a case of watching and 
waiting.” 

Work is currently being undertaken by 
Scandinavian and British growers to 
better understand the condition. 

The BCTGA has started fungicide 
trials on a wood of 1,000 Nordmann firs 
in the Midlands. 

It recently approved a CSNN strategy 
to gain sufficient knowledge over the next 
year to be able to prevent CSNN - 
currently a relatively minor problem for 
most British growers - becoming more 
widespread. 

As for the fake versus real argument, 
Bensley says: “For us, fake trees don’t 
outsell real trees. When times are tough, 
people return to childhood values and 
Christmas is very much a time where the 
act of going out to choose a tree together 
as a family is reassuring.” 

The Which? survey did not correlate 
with a survey of 2,000 people by B&Q, 
which found that 55% of British people 
will choose a real tree over a fake one. 

The advantages of fake trees are 
obvious - they don’t shed needles, can be 
easily shaped to requirements and last a 
long time. 


But Harry Brightwell, secretary of the 
BCTGA, says the value of real Christmas 
trees needs to be emphasised, particularly 
their pine scent. 

“If people aren’t buying a real tree, 
they are missing out on a real Christmas,” 
he says. 

“Reports say that looking at a tree has 
a soothing effect which is going to be 
helpful over the Christmas period for 
many people. People are also becoming 
more green in their thinking. 

“Christmas trees are a crop which is 
grown and is helping the environment and 
wildlife, taking carbon dioxide out of the 
air. They’re also recyclable. 

“The fact that they are grown in Britain 
means it’s giving employment to people 
in Britain, whereas a lot of artificial trees 
are made in China and won’t be helping 
our balance of payments. 

“Going out and buying a real tree as a 
family is great. Getting an artificial one 
out of the loft is not going to create a 
priceless memory. If you get a fake tree, 
you’re giving up on Christmas.” 

Perhaps part of the reason people 
plump for fake trees is because they don’t 
know how to keep cut trees looking fresh. 
This is what you should do. 

■ After you have bought your tree, it 
should be kept outside in a cool shaded 
place, preferably standing in water, until 
it is required indoors. 

■ Before bringing the tree indoors, cut 
half an inch off the butt to open up the 
pores of the tree. 

■ Mount it in a water-holding stand or 
wedge it in a bucket with pebbles, small 
stones or screwed up newspaper and 
place it away from direct heat such as 
radiators. 

■ Keep the container topped up with 
water every day. You will be surprised 
how much it needs.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

1^ Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service?

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More women take to roads 
- insurance check advised 


Ford’s SUV gets even smarter 


MILLIONS more women are 
taking to the road, while 
driving among men in their 
20s is on the decline. 

The number of women holding 
driving licences rose 14 per cent 
between 1995 and 2010, a travel 
trends report revealed this week. 

But over the same period, driver- 
licence holding among men aged 
20-29 dipped 14 per cent. 

The biggest increase in women 
drivers has come in north east 
England, said the report which was 
co-sponsored by the RAC 
Foundation, the Office of Rail 
Regulation (ORR), the Independent 
Transport Commission and 
Transport Scotland. 

The average distance women 
drove rose 22 per cent between 
1995 and 2010, with - again - the 
biggest rise being in the north east. 

Women also contributed to the 
big growth in rail travel during the 
same period, according to the 
report. 

In mileage terms, rail passenger 
travel increased 54 per cent 
between 1995 and 2010, with the 
women passenger rate rising 86 per 
cent. 

In the same period, company car 
mileage - mainly a preserve of men 
- fell 50 per cent. 


Get a move on! Women need to check 
their insurance policy arrangements 
before December 21. 

The report pointed to a number 
of social trends for the increase in 
women’s travel patterns. 

These included women having 
their first child at a later date on 
average, more women working and 
increased life expectancy for 
women. 

The report said that London was 
the only British region prior to the 
2008 recession to see a decline in 
traffic. 

The report said the situation in 
London was probably due not just 
to the introduction of the 
Congestion Charge and investment 
in public transport and cycling, but 


also a steep drop in company car 
use. 

Also, London had a large number 
of immigrants and young adults - 
two groups which drive less than 
average. 

RAC Foundation director 
Professor Stephen Glaister said: 
“This report reveals we 
overwhelmingly remain a country 
of car drivers. 

“Strikingly it is women who have 
increasingly gotten behind the 
wheel. This is a reflection of their 
growing social and financial 
independence over recent decades. 

“The big question is: what will 
happen with young men? Will they 
take up driving as they age and 
their domestic and financial 
circumstances change, or will they 
go their whole lives without feeling 
the need to get a car?” 

Meanwhile Vicky Ford, Conser¬ 
vative MEP for the East of England, 
is urging women to check their car 
insurance policies and to consider 
renewing policies before a new EU 
ruling comes into effect on 
December 21. 

According to industry estimates 
younger women drivers in 
particular could see an escalation 
in their insurance premiums. 

“Check your policy before 
Christmas,” Mrs Ford commented.

Could BMW’s carbon fibre 
i3 spell the end for steel?

AS with almost any field of 
technology, the issue in 
the world of motoring is 
not that the solutions to 
problems aren't available, 
it's just that they're too 
expensive, writes Matt Joy. 

You could go out tomorrow 
and buy a family car that will do 
200mpg while emitting no 
harmful gases whatsoever - 
you’d just have to pay £200,000 
to get it. 

The hard work really comes in 
trying to make these solutions 
less expensive so that they can 
be used more widely. 

BMW is negotiating such a 
hurdle right now as it readies its 
i3 and i8 electric vehicles for 
market launch in 2013. 

Both these cars have a carbon 
fibre structure rather than steel 
or aluminium, which will make it 
the first mass-produced vehicle 
to use this material. 

Carbon fibre has been around 
in various forms for decades and 
has been widely used in the 
aerospace industry. 

But until now, automotive 
applications were limited to low- 
volume and high-price sports 
cars: the McLaren FI supercar 
had a carbonfibre structure and 
cost £634,500 in 1994. 

BMW believes it is making the 
jump from specialist 
applications to mainstream 
usage thanks to a partnership 
with carbon fibre specialist SGL. 

Based in Moses Lake, 
Washington, SGL imports what 
is described as “precursor” 
composite strand to its factory. 

It’s here that it goes through a 
relatively simple but precisely 
controlled process of heating 
and stretching. 


Resembling a 21st century 
textile mill, the factory is 
dominated by 1,800m lengths of 
the material. It’s wound on to a 
spool and then shipped to 
Europe where it is layered up to 
create the structure of the i3 and 
i8. 

The key difference is that this 
carbonfibre is effectively stitched 
together during this process 
rather than the traditional 
weave, and this cost-saving 
measure gives a huge advantage. 

Whereas a steel or aluminium 
structure would be cheaper in 
material cost, the metal 
alternative requires more panels 
and greater robotic and human 
input to create the finished 
article: the i3’s carbon structure 
requires one-tenth as many 
panels and is simply bonded 
rather than welded. 

The resulting finished product 
that will end up on your 
driveway is improved 
immeasurably by this type of 
construction. 

It is lighter than an equivalent 


steel or aluminium car, is 
stronger for a given weight and 
will perform superbly in a 
collision: it’s for these very 
reasons that every car on the 
Formula 1 grid has been made 
out of carbon fibre for decades. 

And the environmental impact 
of these all-electric cars has been 
considered along the way. All of 
the power to run the SGL facility 
comes from the hydroelectric 
plant at Wanapum on the 
Columbia river. 

This is just the beginning, of 
course, but this could so easily 
be the start of a revolution in car 
production. 

An increased use of carbon 
fibre in production cars, where it 
becomes the dominant material, 
could mean every car being as 
much as 30 per cent lighter, with 
subsequent improvements in 
performance and economy from 
the same powertrain. 

More than 100 years of steel¬ 
bodied production cars could be 
coming to an end - with car buyers 
being the ones to benefit most.

Trade: ‘Business as 


RESEARCH for CAP Black 
Book Live reveals it’s “business 
as usuaF’ for trade values as 
the year draws to a close. 

Reporting on market 
conditions at the end of 
November, Black Book Live 
notes that the weekly 
fluctuations in trade values 
over the course of the month 
have largely been in line with 
typical winter seasonal 
performance. 

Fuelled by a level of retail 
consumer demand on the 
forecourt that has remained 
constant all year, dealer 
appetite for high-quality 
three-year-old cars is strong. 

But those “ready to retail” 
cars are increasingly rare as 
the market is flooded with ex¬ 


fleet cars up to 50 months old 
and with high mileages. Those 
cars attract high preparation 
costs for dealers, which eats 
too far into margins for 
comfort. 

These factors are reflected 
in the auction hall where some 
cars that failed to sell first time 
are being re-entered anything 
up to four times before an 
acceptable bid is received. 

However, dealers are still 
buying stock in preparation 
for the traditional January 
surge in retail activity, 
according to Black Book Live. 

But there are signs that 
CAP’s original expectations 
that trade prices would 
perform strongly until at least 
the middle of next year may 


now have to be revised. 

CAP’s Mike Hind says: “Our 
view now is that the only 
restraint on a substantial rise 
in values during the first part 
of 2013 is pre-registrations and 
the pressure on prices created 
by a super-abundance of late 
plate cars. 

“While we continue to 
expect prices to rise into 
January, we are no longer as 
confident as we were that 
values will continue to 
increase into the summer. 

“This may be good news for 
hard-pressed dealers but fleet 
and contract hire disposers - 
and anyone else selling their 
cars into the trade - need to be 
aware that the on-going level 
of pre-registration activity will

Around 10 
per cent said that they had also 
been involved in an accident at 
that time. 

Edmund King, AA president, 
welcomed the feature: “The AA 
would like to see ‘e-call’ as a 
safety feature on all new cars, 
as it helps notify the 
emergency services in that vital 
‘golden hour’ after a serious 
crash when rapid medical 
attention can be the difference 
between life and death.”
